additional deputy at a salary, of 
$1200 a year; that the salary of 
one of his deputies be raised from 
$900 to $1200 a year; that one 
copyist .be raised from 
$900 
to 


•$1200 a year, a.nd that a clerk be 
. raised from $1260 "to" $1500.-

. County Auditor Bacon asked 


that the sum allowed for addition- 
af assistance in making the 
tax 


levy be increased from $500 to 
$1500; that a deputy be raised 
from $1200 to $1500 a yea,r, and 
that the salary of a clerk be in- 
creased from $900 to $1200 a year.

The measure as proposed by the State 
Superintendent of Schools, as I undei - 
stand It, Is to give the school dis- 
tricts of the came number of censui 
children the same amount .of 
State 


aid, without regard to the county .n 
which tfce district Is located. 
This 


principle, it seems to me, will be ab- 
solutely fair and" Just. 


"Whether or not the amount pro- 


posed in the bill, that Is, $300 to ea<!i 
teacher and the rest on average daily 
attendance, is the best basis, \{ am not 
prepared to say, But 1 am certain 
that some more equitable mode of dis- 
tributing State funds ought to be de- 
vised."

The Committee of the Whole of the 


City Council will tonight take up the 
consideration 
of 
the proposition of 


Frank C. Jordan, Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, as to accepting thirty voting 
machines for use in the coming mu- 
nicipal election. 
Mr. Jordan asks that the city pay 


nothing except the actual cost of the 
machines being placed in the various 
precincts. The city would have to pay 
for the expressage of the machines 
and also for their placing but this 
v.-ould end the cost to the city. 


In his letter to the Council on the 


s-jb1ert. Mr. Jordan refers to the fact 
that the citizens of Oakland at the last 
election cast a decided vote in favor 
of having machines for all elections. 
The majority was 2,500. 


To permit the voters to become fa- 


miliar with the machines,.which is a 
very simple process, it is agreed by 
Jordan that the voting machines will 
be placed in various parts of the city 
for ten days prior to the election en- 
abling all persons to vote in an ex- 
perimental way. 


City Attorney McElroy advises that 


the proposition for the city to accept 
the loan of these machines will be le- 
gal.There is at the present time a ma- 
chine in the City Hall which is at- 
tracting much attention. Hundreds of 
persons daily are testing the qualities 
of the machine. - 
It is the Standard machine which is 


in use in all parts of the country and 
of which Jordan is the Pacific Coast 
agent. 


The chief point in favor ot the ma- 


chine is that there can be no repeat- 
ing, and that the votes are counted 
v.-ithin a few moments after the polls 
close. Instead of being counted hours 
after the sun has set.

This is the usual form of begging the question with respect to 


the basis of apportioning the school, funds, and is therefore hardly in 
keeping uith the frankness so characteristic of the veteran editor of1 


the Sun. 


The Kirk bill does not propose to return to the counties the 


money they pay into the school fund, but proposes a basis of distribu- 
tion still more unequal that the existing one. At the present time San 
Francisco pays an immense amount more into the school fund than she 
draws out. Under the Kirk bill she would draw out vastly less. Thus 
while San Francisco suffers more than all the other counties of the 
State under the existing method of distribution, she would suffer a 
great deal more tinder the method proposed by State Superintendent 
Kirk. 


Mr. Kirk proposes to substitute average daily attendance in the 


public schools as a basis for apportionment instead of the number of 
children of school age; in other words, he proposes to correct one in- 
equality by substituting a still greater and still more vicious inequal- 
ity. His plan- would injure the public schools in the large cities 
where private and parochial schools flourish. 
His plan ignores the 


difference between the character of the instruction afforded in 
the 


rural schools and that afforded in the city schools, a difference that 
means a still greater difference in cost. 


Bard and the Statehood Bill. 


If Senator Bard had exerted himself with the same vigor and ad- 


dress when the question of joint Statehood for Arizona and New Mex- 
ico first came up that he exhibited in the recent contest over the sep- 
arate admission of New Mexico, he would have saved much opposi- 
tion to his candidacy for re-election. He would also have given evi- 
dence, hitherto lacking, of a capacity to influence legislation. He must 
be given credit, however, for rendering an important service to the 
people of Arizona in their fight to preserve territorial independence. 


< 
By securing the passage of the amendment to the Oklahoma bill 


admitting New Mexico separately, Senator Bard has insured the fu- 
ture admission of Arizona as a separate State. He was ably assisted 
by Senator Perkins and the other Pacific Coast Senators, but unless 
he had thrown himself into the breach with an energy he has not dis- 
played hitherto, New Mexico would have been left out in the cold 
with Arizona, and the fight for separate "autonomy would have been 
simply postponed till the meeting of the next Congress. 


The fight is not yet ended, but the opposition in the Senate has 


been overborne, and we may reasonably expect the admission of Ok- 
lahoma and New Mexico to be a realization speedily. The admission 
of Arizona cannot long be delayed. 


It is a pleasure to be able to commend Senator Bard for a duty

the idea of basing- the bonds for the 
building of the proposed municipal 
water plant upon the plant alone, in- 
stead of upon the city generally, as are 
all other bonds of the city, is that such 
a thing cannot be done under the law, 
and the people would not do It If they 
could.

bonds be general bonds of the 
city, 


then the people must pay their inter- 
est and provide the sinking fund for 
their liquidation. If one-half of the 
people patronize the municipal plant, 
they will do this through paying for 
the water they consume, and they will- 
pay a much less water rate than they 
now pay the Contra Costa. If 
leas 


than half the people patronize 
the 


municipal plant their water bill pay- 
ments may not be sufficient to pay the 
interest and provide the sinking fund, 
and the balance would have to be made 
up out of the general taxation. 


The individuals who pay water rates 


and those who pay taxes are one and 
the same persons. 
The Oaklander 


would, therefore, realUe that .this wa- 
ter tend interest and sinking fund had 
to be paid; that if it-were not paid 
through the water'bills It must be 
paid through the tax bills. To patron- 
ize the city plant would mean to re- 
duce his taxes. If he took water from 
the Contra Costa he would be giving 
the Contra Costa, as a. present, what- 
ever moneys he might p»y It.

Does the "Call" writer think for a j 


moment that any water consumers In

Costa.? The Contra Costa knows they 
would not; So does the "Call" writer. 


But, 
suppose the.water bonds were 


on the water plant alone, what then? 


Ah! that's different. 
Then the Contra Costa could reduce 


its rates 
in competition 
with 
the 


municipal plant. The latter could not 
reduce rates below the cost of oper- 
ating expenses, sinking fund 
instal- 


ment, and interest on its bonds. The 
consumers would follow the line of 
lowest cost; that is, they would take 
water from the Contra Costa to the 
exclusion of the municipal plant,- for 
the Contra Costa Company would 'fur- 
nish water at exceedingly low rates to 
prevent the municipal plant from earn- 
ing an Vncome.' The. municipal bonds 
would be forced to default in payment 
of their interest. 
They would be 


thrown on the market at a song. 
The 


Contra Costa Company would buy 
them up, compel a foreclosure, and we 
would have the Contra Costa in. pos- 
session of the municipal plant. Then 
the water rates would be raised with a 
jerky suddenness, similar to that with 
which you raise an umbrella. 
The 


Contra Costa would smile and bow, 
and the people could put their hands 
in their pockets and walk away. The 
trick would be done. 


It is obvious, therefore, that the sea- 


wall proposition is not a parallel to the 
Oakland municipal water proposition. 
It would not be a parallel unless there 
were a competing sea-wall 
in-' the 


field, ready to charge lower rates than 
those for which the State 
sea-wall 


could give its services. Does any one 
suppose that the sea-wall bonds could 
be sold with such competing sea-wall 
in the field? Not at all. Financiers 
have sense". The State sea-wall, with 
bonds based upon it alone, would never 
come into existence. The Contra Cos- 
ta Company, through its writers, pro- 
poses a means to kill the municipal 
plant 
proposition. They say now: 


"Defeat 
the 
bonds, because 
they 


should be based upon the plant alone." 
Suppose we DID defat them, with the 
Intent of getting the legislature to em- 
power us to base them on the plant 
alone. Then the Contra Costa would 
turn its lawyers and writers upon us 
and show us that we could never sell 
the bonds based upon the plant alone 
with a competing plant in the field, so 
what would be the 
use of issuing 


them? The Contra Costa could dem- 
onstate THAT scheme be to unsound, 
and the legislature would not empower 
us, and the bonds would noc be issued. 
Meanwhile the Contra Costa would be 
going uninterruptedly on charging, us 
all tlie traffic will beat-, and our op- 
portunity to get the 
proposed Bay 


Cities plant, the only really valuable 
proposition we have ever had, would 
be past and gone forever. 


Much of the "Call's" editorial—that 


of Sunday, January 29—to which I am 
replying, is sheer fakery. The state- 
ment is false that "In Europe the, law 


j requires that all private plants shall 
be tiought before entering upon muni- 
cipal ownership." It is equally false 
and absurd that the people shall have 
paid 1690,000 interest on the bonds be- 
fore they get any water, or that the 
bonds shall be sold in a lump and the 
money received therefor remain locked 
up in the vaults of the city until it Is 
paid over to the Bay Cities 
Water 


Company. 


A campiagn of misrepresentation and 


gross prevarication Is perhaps the ap- 
propriate means through which 
the 


Contra Costa Company, with its rec- 
ord in Oakland, should seek to defeat 
the only good, cheap-water proposition 
possible to this city, and either kill the 
municipal movement, entirely, or foist 
its own defective and inefficient prop- 
erty upon us at nearly twice the price 
at which we can get a sufficient, new 
and up-to-date plant But the Contra 
Costa will discover that the people of 
Oakland are not;. fools; though its 
treatment of us in the past, as at pres- 
ent, has been and is'predicated upon 
that theory.

Important Action Taken By Ber= 


keley Educators at Last 


Night's Meeting. 


BERKELEY, 
Feb. 
8. — A 
complete 


Changs in the schedule 
of hours and 


periods at the Berkeley High School will 
be made with the beginning of next weeK, 
If the present plans of Principal Morris 
C. James are carried out, the 
school 


opening at 8.30 a. m., closing at 12^05 
for the noon hour, reopening at 1:50 p. 
m. and closing for the day at 3.05 The 
High School periods and the dissatis- 
faction over the present arrangement, 
both among pupils and teachers, was 
thoroughly discussed at last evening's 
meeting of the boaid. 


A ONE-DAY SESSION, 


Superintendent of Schools S. D. "Water- 
man opened the discussion by advocating 
a one-day session at the High School. 
He said in patt: "I have the best in- 
terests of the High School at heart and 
am continually seeking ways to Improve 
it. Now I would suggest to >ou gentle- 
men, that you let me try an experiment 
in connection with the school. Let me 
run It on the one-session 
plan for 
a 
while, a month say, and see what the 
result would be. I have manifest and 
numerous teasons for wanting to try 
this plan. 
"With the present schedule 
there Is an hour and a half wasted at 
noon and the school is compelled to Re-3? 
In until 3:30 in the afternoon. 
"This one-session plan is very general 
throughout the East and has met with 
great success. You will remember that 
a year or more ago, an attempt \vas made 
to have this s>&tom adopted. 
At chat 
time the written opinion of the school 
was obtained and It favored the one- 
session 
I think It would be of great 


benefit to the High School." 


IS NOT THOUGHT FEASIBLE. 


Professor "Wickson objected to the one- 
cession idea on account 
of the extra 
meals which many families 
w ould 
oe 
compelled to get when their child »rn 
came home at 1:30, when the session 
would end. It was also thought that the 
students would have too much time for 
mischief in the afternoon and for go- 
Ing to San Francisco. Principal James 
was In favor of the plan, for he thought 
that a great deal of useless traveling 
would be saved and the standard of 
scholarship raised. "As it Is now," ne 
said, "that last period In the afternoon 
Is practically wasted for the classes are 
dull and worn out and tho work Is of a 
very poor quality. 
I know the trouble 
about tho meals is a strong one." 


NEW SCHEDULE IS SUGGESTED, 
-After some fuithpr discussion on the 
pros and cons of the matter, Principal 
James suggested a new plan. He stated 
that he would get in writing how many 
students 
T\ anted to take singing and 
these he would have come at S 30 o'clock 
In the morning, the regular recitations to 
begin at 8'50 a. m. Then he would have 
four periods In the morning letting out 
at 12-05, and two in the afternoon, be- 
ginning at 1:30 p. m. and letting out at 
3:06. 
This plan met with geneial favor 
with the board and Mr. James will Im- 
mediately try It. 


DECLARE A VACATION. 


Upon Superintendent Waterman's state- 
ment that the first week In April would 
be Institute week for the Alameda county 
teachers, the board declared the week u 
holiday. 
Mr. "Waterman made a short 
address on the question of the Chinese 
and Japanece In the public schools. He 
fiaid In part: 


NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


"I have made a careful 
investigation 
of this matter, since the question 
has 
been raised by the citizens and I find 


that there are three Japanese and fifteen 
Chinese In our grammar and primary 
grades. The tnree Japs have been les'- 
aems of California for some years and 
have become Americanized. I have al- 
lowed no Japanese men to enter the lower 
grades for the purpose of learning Eng- 
lish and all anoyance in this direction 
has ceased. Of the Chinese pupils, nine 
are natives of California and the oth*u',3 
have lived here for three to ten year.1;. 
We receive our regularly school allow • 
ance for ten of these Orientals and all 
have adopted our customs. I don't be- 
lieve the yellow danger is very apparent 
In this city."

SCUDDER BOY ON PROBATION. 
Ovei an hour of the board's time was 
spent in Investigating the case of Ken- 
neth Scudder, the nine-year-old son of 
Rev. 
William H. Scuddei, who was sus- 
pended from the LJncoln School by Ptin- 
cipal Nichols for misbehavloi and refusal 
to impro\e his conduct in the classrooms, 
Mr. Nichols react a long statement of the 
varloub misdeeds of the boy and claimed 
that Scudder Sr. would not allow him to 
discipline him properly or have a *i ee 
hand in training him while at school. 
Rev. 
Scudder declared that Nichols did 
not understand the boy and drew tho 
wi ong Inferences f i om his acts. 
He 
brought forward a number of witnesses to 
prove that his son was not incorrigible m* 
vicious

Accotdlng to your wish, 
I have Investigated many of these re- 
quests. 
I have supplied nflt over five 
families with books, at a cost of about

After Long Journey 


From East,

a 


most roundabout Journey of 4000 miles, 
extending over a month's time, 
the 


new 3400 racing shell purchased from 
Cornell by the Boating Association has 
arrived and Is now resting 
on two 


flat cars in the Oakland freight yards. 


Together with the sister shell for 


Stanford, these two shells started for 
Berkeley from Ithaca, N. Y., on Janu- 
ary 9th. On account of their great 
length, something over forty feet, they 
had to be shipped part way by water. 
They were sent first to 
New Yoik, 


where they were 
placed 
aboard 
a 


steamer and made the sea trip to Gal- 
veston, Tex. 


At this port the 
Southern Pacific 


Company took charge of the 
racing 


craft and had them loaded on 
two 


flat cars, as they were too long for 
one. 
In this manner they 
reached 


Oakland yesterday and will be unload- 
ed as soon as possible. 


Each shell cost $360, with $48 addi- 


tional for oars. They are 
four-oared 


craft with coxwain seats. They repre- 
sent the highest art in racing equip- 
ment and put California on a par with 
other Pacific Coast 
universities 
and 


rowing clubs. 


The large expenditure for the shell 


has necessitated an active campaign- 
ing on the part of the boat club for 
new members. Dues for the remaind- 
er of the semester are $3, or $5 for a 
full year.

a laugh and the mover of the motion 
then made another to the effect that 
the vote be made unanimous with the 
exception of the vote of Mr. McVey, 
and it was carried, and Mr. McElroy 
was declared the unanimous nominee 
of the convention with the exception 
of the vote of Mr. McVey. 


CARY HOWARD. 


The regular business of the meeting 


was begun by Chairman Gary Howard, 
who called the meeting to order and 
then said: 


"Gentlemen of the Convention. If 


there are any delegates who still ha\e 
Eneir credentials please give them to 
Mr. Dornm. I am also reminded that 
there are delegates here who have not 
been**accounted for financially and I 
hope the chairman 
of 
the

wards will look to this." 


"The first Item of business of the 


evening vlll be the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials." 


DELtGATES SEATED. 


The report of the names of the del- 


egates found to be entitled to seats 
in the convention was then read by 
the Secretary of the Convention, John 
McVey. 


On motion of a delegate from the 
First ward the report was 
recei\ ed 


and adopted. The delegates without 
credentials known to be elected were 
duly sealed. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


The report of the committee on or- 


der of business was then read by Sec- 
retary McVey. It was to the effect that 
the tempoiary officers of the Conven- 
tion be made permanent. 
It also pro- 


vided that the order of business was 
to elect Candidates for all the munic- 
ipal offices, and, also, for a City Cen- 
tral Committee and a purity commit- 
tee.

NOMINATt- LE..CH. 


Finally George Dornln arose- and 
said: 


"It seems, Mr. Chairman and gentle- 


men of this convention, that there are 
two good men, good and true, that are 
seeking the nomination to this office 
at your hands. One, Mr. McElroy, the 
present incumbent. He has made a 
faithful 
officer 
and 
courteous. But 


there is another, a young man in the 
prime of life. 
His father was one of

other corporation. 


WILL RETIRC. 


"I take this occasion to say that 


this 
is> the first and last time I will 


ever appear on a platform for a politi- 
cal office. If I am nominated I will 
fight with all the strength that is in 
me. I thank you." 


J. E. McELROY. 


Upon the conclusion of Mr. Leach's 


speech, J. E. McElroy appeared and 
after being warmly welcomed he said: 


"Before saying 
anything 
personal 


myself, I wish to thank the men who 
have said so many kind things about 
me. 


"Two years ago I was elected by the 


people of the City of ^Oakland, and 
with the Mayor have worked to fur- 
ther the interest of these people. . 


"I have lived in this city all my life 


and hope to sp^nd the rest of my days 
here. I am not ashamed to ask your 
suffrage here this evening, a/id I will 
tell you now that I shall conduct my- 
self in the future as I have done in 
the past. I thank you." 


RESULT,OF VOTE. 


Then 
came the vote. The First 


Ward announced Us decision with two 
votes for Leach and nine for McElroy.' 
Then the Second gave Leach a major- 
ity and the Third followed suit. The 
Fourth went to McElroy, as did the 
Fifth. 
The Sixth gave a split vote 


and the Seventh 
awarded 
McElroy 


with a majority. Out of 95 votes cast, 
McElroy 
received 
5E, while Leach 


gained 40. The fight was over and 
the majority ruled.
